We have in our cottage 
23 out of the 23, 16 of them are 
under seven years a age; 9 too 
young for school at*all, but just 
one week to a day before Christ- 
mas, measles brokeout and from 
5 to 6 a day took the bed till 
there were 16 in bed at one 
time; and such little folks as 
they were. This was during the 
most severe weather of the 
season. Our water pipes froze 
under, ground, and _ bursted, 
stayed frozen for a week, and 
we had not a drop of water in 
the kitchen, bath or anywhere, 
for cooking, scrubbing, bathing 
or anything, except what we 
carried from the barn lot, 

“A handful,” I guess it was. 
It was crushed ice water, lemon- 
ade or tuck the cover from one 
to the other to keep them from 
fanning around all night and 
day for several days, till we were 
just about sick ourselves. But 
telephoned to glory by the long 
distance telephone which is in- 
stantaneous and you don’t have 
to wait.

of the greatest needs that we 
know of “NOW”, but on ac- 
count of the above have been 
hindered, but perhaps this will 
enable you to more readily 
grasp how great the need for 
this is and will be unnecessary 
to say so much about it. I’m 
sure it will not be hard for the 
good house wives who have 
even a small family to imagine 
what a task it is to have to dry 
clothes in the house each week 
for even twenty-three, let alone 
fifty odd, two suits around each 
week, besides, bed-clothes for 
twelve beds, towels, wash rags, 
stockings, etc. 

We work with clothes from 
Tuesday ‘afternoon which is 
time to lay out clean clothes, 
for each one gathers up for the 
wash, then they are to bring 
in every piece to rewring, hang 
on the rack turn and return by 
a hot fire We get so hot we 


‘always have bad colds and 


about sick the next day. When 


dry, turn right side sprinkle and 
fold for ironing. Then lay out 
each piece that needs mending 


and separate each child’s pieces 
and put each in a separate place 
in the house. This brings us 
down to Friday night late, just 
time to get ready for church, all 
tired out; saying nothing of the 
Saturday’s hard day when the 
floors of this old big house, has 
‘to be scrubbed from top _ to 
bottom, all the children to bathe, 
only four or five large enough 
to bathe themselves, and prepa- 
rations to make for Sunday; 
arise at an early hour, 4:30, ev- 
ery morning through the week, 
5 on Sunday, cook our dinner, 
clean the house and have every 
one ready and on time at Sun- 
,day school at 9:30 every Sun- 
day. I can say it is a handful 
and (head) full too for any one 
| like myself, that’s not overload- 
ed with gray matter to start 
| with. Just to remember each 
| child’s clothes, where there are 
| so many so near the same age. 

“Now,” I’m sure you have 
; guessed ere this what is the 
|most needed at this time of 
j}anything, “a laundry equip- 
ment of course.” Then teach 
the children to operate it which 
would eleminate much expense 
and be a benefit to the child 
when it comes to face the world 
also would be experienced in 
certain lines of work. The wash- 
ing alone is $32.00 each month, 
which could be applied as pay- 
ment on the equipment, if we 
had 4 or 5 hundred dollars to 
start with. While we may not be 
able to install all at one time, a 
great deal of labor and time 
could be saved if we even had 
an extractor which extracts 97 
per cent of the water leav- 
ing the clothes about damp 
enough to iron. It is terrible to 
have a house full of dripping 
wet clothes in the same room 
with the children; very detri- 
mental to their health, and can 
not be avoided unless we had 
an extractor which is listed at 
$485.00, but by visiting the Ten- 
nessee Power Co.’s office and 
having a talk with the manager, 
I find he will install one for us 
at $256.25—(NOW) don’t you 
think this is liberal enough on 
his part. How about our doing 
our part? 

Brother Llewellyn says, if ev- 
ery pastor and lay member will 
make just a little special effort, 
and a few dozen live wires get 
out among the business people 
and solicit even a dollar a piece, 
besides what you can give your- 
selves, we shall be able_to have 
one right away. So often some 
lay member has said to me, they 
felt like doing something but 
was waiting on the pastor who 
is so loaded down with other 
duties till they either forget or 
neglect to stir up the people as 
they should. Now, I tell you 
I’m sure the pastors are going 
to do their part and if any in- 
dividual feels like doing or say- 
ing anything along this line, not 
one of the pastors will feel that 
you are presuming on their 
rights or taking unnecessary 








authority, I’m sure.~ Let’s try it 
NOW: one and all. If I were to 
give you a motto with which to 
go through life, it would be this 
one word “NOW.” 

Don’t waste your time, 
strength and opportunities by 
always meaning to do some- 
thing—Do it! Some people have 
so accustomed themselves to 
this way of dawdling from one 
thing to another they never 
quite know what they mean to 
do next. Their pleasure seems 
to consist in putting things off 
as long as possible, and then 
dragging slowly through them;

My mother taught me when I 
had anything to do to get at it 
and “get it done.” 

I am sitting up tonight with 
the sick ones of the Kentucky 
Orphanage or Boy’s Home of 
which Sister Rickman has 
charge. She has gone through 
the rain to the wash place at the 
Children’s Home to help the 
boys carry load after load of 
wet clothes down here {o be 
dried for the boys. 

While many are sleeping in 
ease, she is wringing each piece 
again to keep the floor from 
being so damp in the morning. 
She will perhaps have the 
starched ones dry by 12 o’clock 
tonight. I said in my heart, if 
cur people only knew what it 
means; two suits each of over- 
alls dripping wet, for seventeen 
boys; to wring, besides three 
fires to build each morning and 
keep going all day, which is 
really a man’s job; special train- 
ing night and morning and 
other added work these short 
winter days; of course, We can 
not wait a week for the clothes 
to dry outside these rainy days 
as we would get behind with our 
work. The motto here is 
“NOW”, everything in its prop- 
er place; every task at its prop- 
er time. 

Suppose you take this little 
magic word “NOW” for your 
motto and when you send your 
offering to the Evangel, if you 
have anything special to give, 
state that it is to help on install- 
ing the much needed laundry 
equipment—‘NOW”. God bless 
you.
